FRIENDS TRIED TO RESCUE 



Seventeen Year Old Italian Caught Red 

Handed by Detectives While Placing 

Obstruction on Track 



Patsy Vnlletto, 17 years old, an Italian 
section hand in the employ of the ^Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad/ at 
Waukegan, was captured at the point 
of a gun Saturday night by detectives 
in the employ'of the road after he had 
made a third alleged attempt to wreck 
a train by placing obstructions on the 
track. The three attempts were made 
within a period of five days. Three 
friends of Valletto's sought to take 
him from the two detectives but were 
deterred by the guns in the hands of 
the two officers. 

The first attemps to wreck, the flyer 
was made Tuesday night At that time 
two heavy ties were placed upon the 
track being firmly wedged in place by 
a large bowlder. - 

Detective William JefTery and an as- 
sistant were sent to Waukegan to aid 
the local police in making an investiga- 
tion. They worked on the case all the 
week but were able to secure no • clow 
until Friday night when a second at- 
tempt was made to wreck the same 
train. 

JThe second time a heavy steel fish 
plate used in bolting rails together was 
place upon the track in such a way that 
it seemed certain it would derail the 
train but as good luck would have it the 
flange of one \pt the engine wheels 
struck the obstruction^ in such a way 
that it was hurled to one side. 

The detectives made up their minds 
that inasmuch as two attempts had 
been made that it,waa very likely that 
the train wreckers would make another 
try in the near future. They deter- 
mined to keep watch from that time on 
in the hope that they might catch them 
red handed. 

Their chance came sooner than- they 
expected. They laid in wait Saturday 
night, hiding behind some freight cars 
that had been left on a side track. The 
two attempts had been made atone 
point so it was probable the third at- 
tempt would be made in the same 
place; This proved to be the cose. / 

After a rather tiresome wait their 
sight was rewarded by the sight of a 
man stealing out of the shadow at the 
other side of the track carrying some 
heavy object in his arms. . They waited 
only to see him deposit it upon the rails. 
Then slipping out quickly they caught 
him and before he knew what had hap- 
pened they had placed the come-alongs 
upon his wrist. 

The moment he felt himBelf in the 
hands of the two officers the prisoner 
cried out for help. Three men appeared 
and made an advance upon the officers. 
Divining their intention of freeing the 
prisoner and thinking' it quite likely 
they would have to contend with knives 
the two officers drew their guns and 
faced the trio. The moon shone quite 
brightly and revealed to the three men 
that they were facing a rather serious 
proposition and they decided Jo give up 
their proposed attack. 

The train-wrecker was taken to the 
police station after he had offered more 
or' less resistance. He professed to 
speak no English and would make no 
statement 



Another one of Lake county's old 
soldiers answered to the last roll call 
when Michael H. Sheehan passed away 
at 9 o'clock this (Thursday) morning. 
His death is the culmination of a long 
and painful illness of Bright's disease, 
which had lasted over a period of two 
years^ — 

• Mr. Sheehan was one of 'the best 
known. residents of the community and 
has always commanded the highest re- 
spect of his neighbors and associates. 

Mr. Sheehan was born in Ireland in 
the year of 1844,, and passed away at 
his homo in Loon Lake, Aug. 25, 1910, 
at the age of 66 yesrs and 20 days. He 
was united in marriage to Miss Sarah 
Ford, Aug. 5, 1866, and was left a wid- 
ower in 1881. To this union four child- 
ren were born three of whom survive 
him. 

In the year 1883 he was again married 
to Miss Alice Carroll, who with his two 
sons, Herbert and William of Loon 
Lake and one daughter, Mrs. W. J. 
Waters of Chicago are left to mourn 
the loss of one dear to them. 

Mr. Sheehan was one of the many 
who fought for the cause of his country 
and was a member of the sixty-fifth 
Illinois Infantry. 

The deceased has resided at Loon 
Lake since the year 1848 and his death 
will be most sincerely regretted by his 
many friends in the community. 

The funeral services will de held 
Saturday at ten o'clock at St. Peter's 
church, burial at Mill Creek cemetery.

Roderick Ames of Rosecrans Reported 
Dead in Idaho Forest Fires 

Special dispatches from Spokane are 
to the effect that Roderick Ames, the 
son of Roderick AmeB of Rosecrans, is 
a forest fire victim at Big Creek in the 
Coeur d'Alene district 

The following special dispatch was 
received here late Wednesday afternoon 
from Spokane, Wash.: ^Relief trains 
have reached the scene of .the disaster 
on Big Creek of the St. Joe in the Coeur 
d'Alene district in Idaho. At this point 
eleven dead have been buried, the names 
of those identified being Roderick Ames, 
Joe Beauchamp, W. J. Elliott, D. 
Brown, Felix Pholni, Willinm Cameron, 
V. Atton, Upton B. Smith and A. 
Hukale. 

The late Roderick Ames is the son of 
Roderick Ames of Rosecrans, pioneer 
and one of the very early Browe Bchool 
teachers. 

He went west some years ago with 
his brothers John, Clarence 'and Philo 
and all of them were located at or near 
Coeur d'Alene as is a uncle Elijah 
Ames. 

Clarence Ames is the owner of a 
valuable timber claim, Roberick owned 
a timber claim and a farm in recently 
opened up land. John owned a large 
area of farm and timber land. 



Because acquaintances persisted in 
congratulating' him upon his marriage 
whenever they met him and even went 
to his home one mile west of Wads- 
worth last Saturday evening near ten 
o'clock to charivari him despite the fact 
that his marriage took place six months 
ago, Matt Meyers became enraged and 
fired a shot at the crowd, the bullet 
taking effect in the neck of William 
Gallagher. 

Gallagher Was removed to his home 
and Dr. Jamieson of Millburn was has- 
tily summoned. He examined the pa- 
tient and declared that the bullet nar- 
rowly escaped severing the juggler 
vein which would have resulted in al- 
most instant death for the victim. " He 
made no attempt to probe for the bul- 
let, fearing that the shock would be too 
much* for Gallagher. 

In a statement made Monday morn- 
ing Dr. Jamieson declared that it was 
impossible to say just how serious the 
man's injuries really are. He admitted 
they may prove fatal but hopes to pre- 
vent possible infection. Gallagher is 
staying at the home of his parents in 
WadBworth. 

Meyers was married last spring and 
at the time a large number of young 
men living in the neighborhood went to 
his home to charivari him. Meyers did 
riot seem to take kindly to the idea and

For niany years the namo of George 
Westlnghouso has been a name to 
conjure with. Tho man has been a 
modern fulfillment of tho Aladdin 
lamp idea. Everything ho rubbed 
with his inventive genius became a 
wonder article; everything he touched 
turned to gold. First it was th,o fam- 
ous air brake, that great applianco by 
which "he saved moro lives than 
Napoleon lost In all his battles." Then 
It was the system of operating rail- 
way signals and switches by com- 
pressed air; after which camo tho In- 
candescent lamp, the gas engine, tho 
steam turbine, electrical motors and 
machines by tho score, and a thousand 
other Inventions that placed Mr. 
Westlnghouso at the time of his ns 
tirement In control of tho largest ag- 
gregation of patented appliances In 
tho world. Fifteen thousand patents 
aro filed away In his strong box. His 
activities circle tho globo; thero are 
Westlnghouso plants In Russia, Can- 
ada, Great Britain, Germany and 
France. His parent plnnts aro of 
course in or nenr Pittsburg, moro es- 
pecially Wilmerdlng. 

To condense tho career of this man, 
who ranks with Watt, Stophenson, 
Morse and ; Whltney, Into a paragraph 
or two, the' biographers tell us that he 
was born at Centrnl Bridge, Schoharie 
county, New York, on October 0, 184C. 
A decade later his parents moved to 
Schenectady, where his father became 
In time connected with tho prosperity 
clnss as owner of certain agricultural 
works. The tinkering son divided his 
attention between tho school and tho

shop; when he wasn't masticating his 
books, ho was monkeying with the 
buzz-saw. At fifteen he had Invented 
and made a rotary engine. One day 
tho notion struck him that ho'd like 
to help Uncle Sam out in the navy. 
So ho took a shot at the examinations 
and scored a hit, landing a job as as- 
sistant engineer. Before ho reported 
for duty the qivll wnr had broken out. 
He enlisted In the Twelfth Now York 
National Guard, re.enllsted later In 
tho cavalry, and finally turned up on 
tho high sens as an engineer on the 
gunboats Muscoota and tho Stars and 
Stripes. . * , 

After Gettysburg was fought and 
won, his thirst for moro education 
landed him In Union college. Two 
years thero wero enough for him. Tho 
mngic of machinery called him away 
from the academic life, and ho found 
happiness again by taking up his old 
work in his father's factory. It was 
while working thero that he Invented 
the air brake. Railroad managers who 
first jeered at his Idea of "stopping a 
train with wind" had to eat humble 
crow. In a short tlmo the invention 
was in universal use and hnd revo- 
lutionized railroading, as locomotives 
could bo constructed that would travol 
at a high rate of speed, so long as 
they had that little lever In tho cab, 
which by a single turn of tho en- 
gineer's wrists would bring tho train 
to a standstill In half its length, in 
tho United States all railroads aro 
compelled by law to uso tho device, 
and this wns adopted by congress 
nnd everywhere around tho great 
curve of tho world tho "whistle of 
Westlnghouso" air brake Is heard. 

His first prominence in electricity 
came with his purchase from Gaulard 
,&'GIbbs of alternating electric cur- 
rent patents. This was in 1885, and 
ho met great opposition from public 
sentiment In trying to perfect and In- 
troduce this system for lighting and 
power making. At the time of tho 
Chicago world's fair In 1803 ho re- 
ceived tho contract for lighting by 
making a bid of $1,000,000 under 
others. His shop in Pittsburg soon 
became the place where electrical ex- 
perts of tho world, gatherod. Tesla 
went thero and received Westing- 
house's flnanclnl and practical help in 
developing tho Induction motor. 

Westlnghouso built the first ton 
great dynamos for Niagara. Ho also 
constructed the dynamos for tho do- 
vated and subway lines' In Now York 
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Steeplejack Miller. 

using nothing to nld him In the climb' 
but tho projecting Btones and crevices 
on tho side.

Ho climbed buildings in New York, 
Chicago. Pittsburg, Now Orleans.

While he scaled the side of the build- 
ing nnd performed dizzy stunts from 
the edge of tho roof, n partner would 
pass the hat among tho crowd below, 
and In this manner quite a respecta- 
ble Kiira could be picked up. 

None know the man's true namo. 
We left homo when he was fourteen 
years of age and took to climbing as 
a profession, and followed It all hla 
life. Up to the time of his death he 
had never had a fall, and It was his 
boast that he would die in bed, despite 
his dangerous calling. 

On his last trip up tho side of tho 
Hamburger huildlng, when he reached 
the seventh floor he mistook a shadow 
for a handhold and stepped confident 
ly forwnrd to what appeared to bo a 
fine hold. There was tho scraping 
sound of flesh rubbing against tho 
stono side of tho building; a swift 
rush forward by the crowd, and then 
a body swung outward and dropped, 
turning over and over in the air. At 
the third floor ho struck a ledge, 
bounding from there to the street, 
where he lay, with every bone in his 
body broken. He died a few hours 
later.

Mr. Taft's letter, which- was made 
public by Mr. Griscom, follows: 
"Replies to Grlscom's Telegram. * 
"Beverly, Mass., Aug. 20, 1910. 
' "My Denr Mr. Griscom: As you 
[know from your telephone conversa- 
tions with my office, I have steadily 
refused to admit the propriety or 
necessity of tho president's replying 
to newspaper statements which are 
not based on any act or authorized 
■word of his and have no sponsor. 1 
am entirely willlug, howover, to reply 
categorically to your telegram of Au-

Favored Roosevelt as Chairman.

T WAS nearly 40 years ago that the 
United States government first, 
awoke to the necessity of conserv- . 
lng the aquatic resources of tho 
.country, and began thone operations 
-in' behalf of fishes, flshormen and 
flsh-eaters that have now attained 
Buch gigantic proportions. 

Several. of the states had already 
established their local fish commis- 
sions or boards when In 1871 con- 
gress took th'e initial step toward a 
national, fishery service by tho passage of a 
Joint resolution creating tho office of commis- 
sioner of fish and fisheries. 

The early years ,of the bureau of fisheries 
were devoted to an investigation of tho con- 
dition of the fisheries of the Atlantic coast, 
Great Lakes, and other sections; to studies of 
tho interior and coastal waters arid their in- 
habitants, and to exploration of tho off-shoro 
fishing banks. The cultivation of useful fishes 
was soon taken up throughout the country and 
quickly attained large proportions. Tho natur- 
al' expansion of the work was materially aug- 
mented from time to time by acts of congress, 
and In a comparatively short time tho opera- 
tions came to have a very wide scope. 

Prom year to year, as the importance of tho 
work has become Increasingly evident, addi- 
tional hatcheries have been built, the capacity 
of existing hatcheries has been enlarged, tho 
scale of the operations has been extended, and 
new kinds of fishes have been added to the 
output. 

Today there Is scarcely a phase of nquicul- 
ture, of tho fishing industry, or of biological 
and physical science as connected with tho 



streams was centered at six hatcheries and 
subhatcherles in 1909. At one of these tho 
principal species handled Is the Atlantic Bal- 
mbn, at four tho shad, at three tho yellow 
porch, at two tho white perch, and at one tho, 
striped bass. In recent years tho bureau has 
operated a shad hatchery on tho Delaware riv- 
er, and has detailed tho steamer Fish Hawk 
for shad hatching in Maine, Now 'jersey, North 
Carolina and Florida. The central station, In 
"Washington, Is operated largely for experimen- 
tal and exhibition purposes. 

In order to counteract the effects of tho 
very exhausting fisheries of the Great Lakes, 
the government has maintained hatcheries for 
many years, and now operates six belonging to 
tho Unitod States and two belonging to the 
stato of Michigan. Tho fishes to which atton- 
tlqn Is given are those which enter most larger 
ly Into tho catch of tho fishermen, namely, tho 
whltcflsh, dsco, lake trout, and plko perch, tho 
annual output of which now exceeds one and a 
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Waters, that does not come within the purview 
of tho bureau. 

It Is conceived to be tho better policy to ex- 
pend a small amount of public money In ma- 
iling fish so abundant that they can be caught 
without restriction and serve as cheap food for 
the people at large, rather than to expend a 
much larger sum in preventing people from 
catching the few fish that still remain after 
generations of Improvidence. 

Public or government fish-culture in Ameri- 
ca exceeds in extent nnd Importance that of 
all other countries combined. However, the 
neglect of some of tho states to provide tho 
minimum protection to certain species inhabi- 
ting Interstate and International waters has 
not only negatived tho fish-cultural work of the 
bureau and of the states themselves, but has 
practically Inhibited It by preventing the pos- 
sibility of securing an adequate supply of eggs, 
thus making doslrablo and necessary the pla- 
cing of interstate and international waters un- 
der the Jurisdiction of the general government 

At the erid of the first ten years of tho bu- 
reau's existence, the fishes that were being 
regularly cultivated were shad, carp, chlnook 
salmon, Atlantic salmon, land-locked salmon, 
rainbow trout, brook trout and whlteflsh, In ad- 
dition to which the propagation of several oth- 
ers had been undertaken- experimentally. Tho 
list now 43 six times as long and the annual 
output is ten times the aggregate for tho ten- 
year period ending In 1881. 

The main energies are devoted, to the im- 
portant commercial fishes — shad, whlteflsh, 
lake trout, Pacific salmons, white perch, yel- 
low perch, cod, flatfish and tho lobster, which 
aro hatched in lots of many millions annually. 
More widely popular, however, aro the distri- 
butions of the fishes of the interior waters 
'which are generally classed as game fishes. Al- 
though representing only about 10 per cent 
of tho output of the hatcheries, this featuro 
of the work is very Important, for It supplies 
choice kinds of fish for public rivers, lakes and 
ponds, and for fishing preserves and private 
ponds and streams in all parts of tho United 
States. The fishes most In demand for thoso 
purposes are tho land-locked salmon, tho dif- 
ferent species of trout, the grayling, the basses, 
the crappies, the sunflshes, and the catflshes, 
but various others also are handled. 

Fish-cultural stations are established by 
special act of congress, and their location and 
construction are determined after a careful 
survey of the available sites In a given stato. 
The usual buildings aro the hatchory proper, 
a residence for the superintendent and his fam- 
ily, and nocosBnry outbuildings. At some sta- 
tions there may also bo power house, foreman's 
or flsh-culturist's dwelling, mess ball and sta- 
ble. 

The only permanent marine hatcheries aro 
In Maine and Massachusetts, where the cod, 
pollock, flatfish, and lobsters aro batched In 
immense numbors. Other sea fishes that have 
in previous. years been artificially, propagated 
land may again come under "the hand of tho 
jflsh-culturist aro tho haddock, tho scuppaug, 
the sheopBhead, the sea bass, the mackerel, and 
jtho BQueteague; some of which wero hatchod 
fon tho steamer Fish Hawk, In Chesapeake- bay.

half billions. Under arrangement with the 
Canadian authorities, two egg-collection sta- 
tions for whlteflsh, clsco, and lake trout are 
maintained at points In Ontario. 

While surveying a new "bank" on the coast 
of Alaska, the government steamer Albatross 
In 20 minutes made the experimental catch of 
cod and halibut shown In one of our illustra- 
tions. As a result of explorations of tho Al- 
batross on tho Pacific coast, fisheries of great 
importance have been established there. 

Tho hatcheries on the rivers nnd lakes of 
tho Pacific coast are devoted almost exclu- 
sively to tho various salmons. In California, 
where the bureau established a salmon hatch- 
ery as early as 1872, there Is one central or 
main station, at Dalrd, on tho McCloud river, 
with Important collecting stations on two other 
tributaries of tho Sacramento. In Oregon a 
central hatchery at Oregon City, on the Wil- 
lamette river, has three subhatcherles on trib- 
utaries of the Columbia, In Oregon and Wash- 
ington, and three subhatcherles on tributaries 
of the Rogue river, Oregon, in addition to sev- 
eral egg-collecting station. 

The interests of the largo salmon fisheries 
of the Puget Sound region are safeguarded by 
a hatchery on Baker lake, on the Skagit river. 

A significant feature of artificial propagation 
on tho Pacific seaboard Is that In the Columbia 
basin tho hatching of tho acclimatized shad has 
begun on a small scale, and In tho Sacramento 
basin the cultivation of the acclimatized striped 
bass has commenced under conditions which in- 
dicate that more eggs of this species may bo 
obtained In California than In any of the states 
to which tho fish Is native. 

The hatcheries In tho Interior regions con- 
stltuto the most numerous class, and their 
output reaches tho largest number of people. 
Their operations are addressed chiefly to the 
so-called "game" fishes, which, whllo caught 
mostly by anglers, nevertheless constitute an 
important element of tho food supply. At theso 
stations largo numbers of fish are reared to tho 
flngerllng or yearling sizes boforo being re- 
leased; for this purpose more or less extenslvo 
pond areas aro required. 

The fish-cultural work of the federal govern- 
ment has now attained a magnitude that can- 
not readily bo comprehended, and Is Increas- 
ing at an exceedingly rapid rate. Especially 
marked has been tho Increase In the hatchery 
product during the past ten years, owing In 
part to the extension of operations at existing 
stations, and in part to greater efficiency of 
methods and appliances. The work during tho 
fiscal year 1909 reached larger proportions than 
ever before, over three billion fish .being pro- 
duced and planted. 

Whllo tho bureau does not lay undue stress 
on more number* and considers' the vitality 
of the fish and the conditions under which they 
aro planted as of paramount importance, tho 
foregoing figures are certainly very, suggestive 
ahd'as.a further statement' of the magnitude of 
the' fish-cultural* work, it may bo of Interest 
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to record that the aggregate output of tho 
hatcheries from 1872 to 1009 was about 28 bil- 
lion, of which over 13 billion represents tho 
work of the past six years. 

In making his original plans for tho sys- 
tematic Investigation of the waters of tho Uni- 
ted States and the biological and physical 
problems they present, Commissioner Dalrd In- 
sisted that to study only the food-fishes would 
be of little Importance, and that useful conclu- 
sions must needs rest upon a broad foundation 
of investigations purely scientific in character. 
The life history of Bpecles of economic value 
should be understood from beginning to end, 
but no less requisite Is It to know tho histories 
of the animals and plants upon which they feed 
or upon which their fod Is nourished; tho his- 
tory of their enemies and friends and tho" 
friends and foos or their enemies and friends; 
as well as the currents, temperatures, and other 
physical phenomena of tho waters In relation 
to migration, reproduction and growth. 

In pursuance of this policy tho bureau has 
secured tho services of many prominent men of 
sclenco, and much of tho progress In the arti- 
ficial propagation of fishes, In tho Investigation 
of fishery problems, and In tho extension of 
knowledge of our aquatic resources has boen 
due men eminent as zoologists who have boon 
associated with tho work temporarily. Their 
services have boon tho services of specialists 
for particular problems, and through them tho 
.bureau has not only been able to glvo to tho 
public tho practical results of applied scionco, 
but has contributed to pure sclenco valuablo 
knowledge of all forms of aquatic life. 

The Importance to tho fishing- Interests of 
tho work of tho bureau In connection with tho 
economic flshorlos is widely appreciated and 
freely acknowledged. Tho statistical Inquiries 
of the bureau afford tho only adequate basis 
for determining the condition and trond of tho 
fisheries and the results of legislation, protec- 
tion, and cultivation. Among tho numerous 
special matters in which the bureau has 'bene- 
fited the flshories tho following may bo men- 
tioned: 

By bringing to tho attention of American 

fishermen new methods and new Apparatus, 

now fisheries havo sometimes been established 

and new fields exploited. 

\i By the introduction of cod gill nets tho win- 



ter cod fishery of New England was revolu- 
tionized. In a slnglo season shortly after the 
use of such nets began few Capo Ann 
(Gloucester) fishermen took by this means over 
8,000,000 pounds of large-sized fish, and as much 
as $50,000 has sometimes boen saved annually" 
in the slnglo Item of bait 

By the dissemination of Information regard* 
lrig new fishing grounds important flsherlen 
have been Inaugurated. Thus when tho abun- 
dance of halibut off tho coast of Iceland wal 
made known by tho bureau, a fishery was be- 
gun which yielded from $70,000 to $100,000 an- 
nually to the New England fishermen. 

Owing to the appalling mortality among tho 
... crews of the New. England fishing vessels, 
•^caused In largo part by the foundorlng of ves- 
sels at Bea, tho bureau many years ago under* 
took tho introduction Into tho offshoro flsherlen 
of n typo of craft which would coniblho largli. 
carrying capacity and groat sped with en- 
hanced safoty. By correspondence, discussion 
in tho dally press, personal Interviews, Gt- 
hlbtlon of models and finally, by the actual con- 
struction of a full-sized schooner (tho Grdntr 
pus), with tho requisite qualltles.v tho bureau 
was enabled to inaugurate a momentous change 
in tho architecture of fishing vessels; so that 
for a long time tho Now Englnnd Bchooners 
havo been constructed on the now' lines, with 
a consequent minimizing of dlsastors and a do- 
' elded increase in efficiency. 

In other fisheries and regions the bureau 
has likewise advocated improved types of vea> 
sols and boats especially adapted to local con- 
ditions, and has published plans and specifica- 
tions embodying tho results of studios of thi 
fishing flotilla of,, .the world. 

The results of tho bureau's efforts In this 
line in saving life and property, in Increasing 
tho usefulness of tho voBsels, and in improving 
the 'quality of tho catch na landed, cannot bo 
estimated, but tho beneficial effects -may bo 
partly appreciated when it is stated that during 
the ten • years ending in 1883, when the old 
types of vessels were In ubo, there were lost 
by foundering from the port of Gloucester 
alone, 82 vessols, valued at more than $400,000, 
with their crews of 895 mon, whllo during tho 
ten years ending In 1907, tho losses from this; 
cause aggregated only a fourth ns many ves- 
sels and men.

Tattoo Suggested for Army Horses

WASHINGTON.— Army horses aro 
to become tattooed animolB if 
tt suggestion mado by Capt. Casper 
H. Conrad, Jr., of tbo cavalry arm, is 
adopted. Captain Conrad is detailed 
Tor duty in the quartermaster's depart- 
ment, and Is rocognized as an export 
on horsos required for military use. 
Horses aro now being purchased by 
members - of tho quartermaster's de- 
partment, who are making their selec- 
tions In various parts of tho country. 
•-. The success attending this effort 
has been very gratifying to tho quar- 
termaster general, who has estab- 
lished an army remount system, with 
a view to Improving tho cavalry 
mounts and tho horses furnished to 
the field artillery. When a young horse. 
Is purchased in any locality to be sent 
to one of tho two nrmy remount de- 
pots—at Fort Keogh, Montana, or Fort 
Heno, Okln. — ho is marked with a 
numeral. Tho mark lasts about four 
months, when it becomes obliterated, 
and It is necessary to apply another. 



A third marking takes place when tho 
horse Is sent from' tho army remount 
depot to tho troop or battery, and it 
must bo renewed from time to time. 
) It Is Captain Conrad's idea .that a 
more enduring designation could bo 
accomplished by applying a mark, to 
tho InBldo of the upper lip of tho 
horse. Ho has devised an instrument 
for this purpose, and suggests the use 
of India ink, with tho rosult that tho 
numeral adopted will bo Indelible. 
This will require, of course, a regular 
system of marking so that there may 
be no duplicates. By this means a 
horse accepted for military service 
will keep Its numbor. It may bo nec- 
essary to havo legislation to prevent 
tampering with tho designation or ma- 
king usd of a similar mark in the case 
of horses not used in tho military 
service. 

Captain Conrad's quest is expected 
to lead to several Important acquisi- 
tions during the coming year. By this 
method the middleman is avoided, and 
horses aro obtained at a much lower 
price than under the contract system. 
Besides, thero is a hotter opportunity 
of selection, . and controversies are 
avoided which so often have prevailed 
between the government representa- 
tives and the contractors "who fail to 
comply with specifications in the de- 
livery of military animals. 



Uncle Sam Is to Test the Open Door 




THE United States Is to test tho sin- 
cerity of Russia and Japan In their 
recent claim of ndhercnce to the open 
floor policy in China mado recently co- 
Incident with tho signing of tho new 
treaty by tho Czar and the Mikado. It 
has been announced at the state de- 
partment that the government will 
press at once for recognition from 
these two powers of tho railroad con- 
cession recently granted by China to 
an English-American syndicate. 

This Ib the concession which Russia 
blocked with nn emphatic protest last 
winter. Since then tho negotiations 
have been in the statu quo. Now they 
aro to be resumed at once. Tho gov- 
ernment is to find out whether or not 
Russia and Japan Intend to bar the 
United States as well as other powers 
out of Manchuria by raising unjusti- 
fiable objections to the admission of 
other nations to that rich field. 



When the recent convention be- 
tween Russia and Japan was sprung 
on the world American diplomats ex- 
pressed little surprise. Tho govern- 
ment has belloved from the first thore 
Is a secret article In this convention 
which has not been made public. It Is 
felt tho unpublished portion Is an 
agreement on tho part of tho two na- 
tions to support each other in barring 
other nations from the territory in 
question. The United States intends 
to force Russia's hand and determine 
whether such a secret bargain exists. 
Tho concession granted to the English- 
American syndicate was* for the con- 
struction of the Chin-Chow-Algun rail- 
road line. English capitalists were to 
furnish the funds and tho materials 
were to bb built In America.- 

There Is one drawback to the situa- 
tion from tho standpoint of. this gov- 
ernment. England for some unknown 
roason, Is weakening. Her enthusiasm 
for tho joint undertaking cooled per- 
ceptibly after Russia had entered an 
objection. Diplomats seem to think it 
quite likely thnt the United States will 
havo to make the fight single-handed 
to keep Manchuria' open with equal op* 
Tiortunlty to all nations.

Will Lead in War on the Opium Evil 




THE United States will lead the na- 
tions in tho fight against promiscu- 
ous opium traffic at a conference to 
bo hold at Tho Hague In September, 
according to statements of authori- 
ties In Washington. The conference 
was made posslblo through diplomatic 
correspondence with the interested 
powers by Secretary Knox. Tho na- 
tions represented will bo tho United 
States, Great Britain, Germany, 
Prance, Italy, Austria-Hungary, Por- 
tugal, China, Slam, Persia, Japan, the 
Netherlands, Russia and probably Tur- 
key, 

The work of tho conference will fol- 
low, along, lines suggested by tho In- 
ternatlon Opium commission, which 
met Inst year at Shanghai, on the in- 
vitation of this country. Tho fight 
ngainHt . tho promiscuous uso of tho 
drug and other narcotics which figure 
in international trade will bo mado by 



means of international agreements 
through ■•which opium producing coun- 
tries will protect, by means of gov- 
ernment supervision, ports whoro tho 
Importation of the. drug Is prohibited. 

The first realization of the serious." 
ness of tho opium traffic so far as the 
United States is concerned came when 
the government atartod to put tho 
Philippines in order. An attempt to 
regulate tho unlimited traffic thero 
called for tho appointment of a com- 
mission. The commission In tracing 
tho many Americans engaged In tho 
opium trade found that tho United 
States, with some 200,000 American 
users of smoking opium, to say noth- 
ing of the Chinese users/hero, pre- 
sented almost as serious a question 
as tho Insular possessions. Since that 
tlmo tho United States has led the 
fight among tho powers against tho 
drug. 

About a year ago a law absolutely 
prohibiting tho importation Into this 
country of opium for any except medi- 
cinal purposes was passed. But thero 
are now about 160,000 Americans UBlng 
the drug, and in spito of the prohibi- 
tory statute about 68,000 pounds of 
smoking opium Is smuggled into thlB 
country annually.

Baker City, Ore., Man Suffered 25 
Years. 



Spokane, Wash. — More than flftj 
persons nro known to have perished 
and between 76 and 100 aro missing in 
the Panhandle of Idaho in tho Coeui 
d'Alone district ' 

The seriously Injured, mostly fire 
fihters, will number, according to the 
statement made Monday by W. R 
Weigle, forest' superintendent of the 
Coeur d'Alenes, more than 200. Many 
of them havo been Btrlckon blind and 
others have broken limbs. 

Three families ot homesteaders, 
comprising 15 persons, ore believed 
to havo perished in La Tour creek, 
near Catoldo, Idaho, in the forest fires. 

At many points hundreds are 
hemmed in by a narrowing wall of 
flames and it is impossible to reach 
them with help. 

Prom Wallace came reports that the 
town of Burke is in flames and certain 
of destruction. The flro raugers In 
thnt territory are bo exhausted that 
no effective battlo\ against the flames 
can bo made. The 300 residents of 
tho town are, in flight toward Wallace. 

Forest Ranger Pulaski reports to 
Superintendent Weill that six. of his 
men are dead, five having been smoth- 
ered 'in tho War Eagle" tunnel, where 
the entire crew took refuge. 

Ranger Bell reports 12 dead, three 
permanently blinded and 13 Buffering 
from broken legs. 

In the hills near Sand Point, Idaho, 
Forest Ranger Van Dycke and a crew 
of G5 enlisted in Spokane aro report- 
ed surrounded by flames. 

A woman and her daughter per- 
ished at Cabinet. Idaho. 

Five and perhapB moro are known 
to have died near Newport, Wash., In 
an attempt to reach the town. 

All along tho Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific tracks between Spo- 
kane and Helena numberless Arcs are 
known to be raging fiercely, but. defi- 
nite reports cannot be secured, as the 
telegraph and'telephono wires are all 
down. 

Before communication with Libby, 
Mont4~ended it was reported that 
every male resident of the town was 
working, with 200 paid Are fighters, to 
divert' Flower creek to the south side 
of the village as a protection against 
the flami?3 driving up from that direc- 
tion. 

Helena, Mont. — Reports received 
here from every fire district In Mon- 
tana indicate that the situation is by 
long odds tho worst in the history of 
the state. Despite the largo number 
of troops, civilians and railroad em- 
ployes that have been put Into tho 
field, the flames aro absolute masters 
of the situation,- and there is only ono 
salvation — general rain, but for which 
thero Is' no prospect. 

Washington: — Already the forest 
fires raging In tho Missoula, Mont, 
and northern Idaho districts have con- 
sumed timber and property valued at 
more than $25,000,000. This, accord- 
ing to an official of the forest bufeau 
Monday, is a conservative estimate 
Three days more at tho prosont rato 
will more than equal tho total loss in 
tho Baltimore fire In 1004. Tho loss 
thero was estimated at $50,000,000.

CRUISER ASHORE; 18 DEAD 

British Warship Bedford Goes on 

Rocks Off the Korean Coast — 

Probably Total Loss. 

London. — Eighteen lives wore lost 
when the British cruiser Bedford ran 
ashore on tho rocks of Quelpart island, 
Korea, according to a report received 
hero Monday by the admiralty. Tho 
men were members of tho engine 
room force. 

Tho accident occurred during full 
Bpeod trials of the vessel and the 
cruiser was evidently badly damaged, 
since the deaths are stated officially 
to havo been due to "the inrush, of 
water." The wreck Is about two 
miles to the west of Nearlow Island, 
which Is off the southwestern point of 
Quolpart island. Many sunken rocks 
aro charted In this vicinity, and navi- 
gation In tho passage between Barlow 
and Glffnrd Island, Its neighbor, Is not 
recommended for this reason." 

The vessel lies in such a desperate 
position that thero Is • practically no 
possibility of saving her. Tho hull 
is full of water up to tho engine room 
bulkhead, the water pouring In through 
gaping IioIob punched by tho Biinken 
.rocks, 'and the officers and crow havo 
been taken off. The sister warships, 
the Minotaur and Monmouth of the 
British squadron, which anchored near 
'the wreck to render assistance, were 
obliged to put to sea owing to tho 
heavy weather which prevails.

tions came to have a very wide scope. 

From year to year, as the Importance of tho 
work has become increasingly evident, addi- 
tional hatcheries have been built, the capacity 
of existing hatcheries has been enlarged, the 
Ecale of the operations has been extended, and 
new kinds of fishos have been added to tho 
output. 

Today there Is scarcely a phase or aqulcul- 
ture, of the fishing industry, or of biological 
and physical science as connected with tho 




(paters, that does not como within the purview 
of tho bureau. 

It is conceived to be the better policy to ex- 
pend a small amount of public money in ma- 
lting fish so abundant that they can be caught 
without restriction and serve as cheap food for 
the people at large, rather than to expend a 
much larger sum in preventing people from 
catching tho few fish that still remain after 
generations of improvidence. 

Public or government fish-culture in Ameri- 
ca exceeds In extent and Importance that of 
, all other countries combined. However, the 
neglect of some of the states to provide tho 
minimum protection to certain species inhabi- 
ting interstate and international waters has 
not only negatived tho fish-cultural work of tho 
bureau and of the states themselves, but has 
practically inhibited it by preventing tho pos- 
sibility of securing an adequate supply of eggs, 
thus making desirable and necessary the pla- 
cing of Interstate and International waters un- 
der the Jurisdiction of the general government. 

At the end of tho first ten years of tho bu- 
reau's existence, the fishes that were being 
regularly cultivated were shad, carp, Chinook 
salmon, Atlantic salmon, land-locked salmon, 
rainbow trout, brook trout and whltoflsh, in ad- 
dition to which the propagation of several oth- 
ers had been undertaken, experimentally. Tho 
list now is six times as long and the annual 
output Is ten times the aggregate for the ten- 
year period ending in 1881. 

The main energies are devoted, to the im- 
portant commercial fishes — shad, whltoflsh, 
lake trout. Pacific salmons, white perch, yel- 
low perch, cod, flatfish and tho lobster, which 
aro hatched in lots of many millions annually. 
More widely popular, however, are the distri- 
butions of the fishes of the interior waters 
'which are generally classed as game fishes. Al- 
though representing only about 10 per cent, 
of tho output of the hatcheries, this feature 
of the work Is very important, for it supplies 
choice kinds of fish for public rivers, lakes and 
ponds, and for fishing preserves and private 
ponds and streams in all parts of tho United 
States. The fishes most in demand for these 
purposes aro tho land-locked salmon, tho dif- 
ferent specloB of trout, the grayling, the basses, 
tho drapples, the sunfishes, and tho catflshes, 
but various others also are handled, 

Fish-cultural stations are established by 
special act of congress, and their location and 
construction are determined after a careful 
survey of the available sites in a, given stato. 
The usual buildings aro the hatchery proper, 
a residence for the superintendent and his fam- 
ily, and necessary outbuildings. At Borne sta- 
tions there may also be power house, foreman's 
or flsh-culturlst's dwolling, mess hall and sta- 
ble. 

The only permanent marine hatcheries aro 
in Maine and Massachusetts, where the cod, 
pollock, flatfish, and lobsters are hatched in 
immense numbers. Other sea fishes that have 
in previous . years been 'artificially, propagated 
and may again como under tho hand of tho 
jflsh-culturlat are tho haddock, tho scuppaug, 
the sheopsbead, the sea bass, the mackerel, and 
rtho squeteague, some of which were hatched aro planted as of paramount importance, tho

half billions. Under arrangement with the 
Canadian authorities, two egg-collcctlon sta- 
tions for whltoflsh, cisco, and lake trout are 
maintained at points in Ontario. 

While surveying a new "bank" on the coast 
of Alaska, tho government steamer Albatross 
in 20 minutes made the experimental catch of 
cod and halibut shown in one of our illustra- 
tions. As a result of explorations of tho Al- 
batross on the Pacific coast, fisheries of great 
importance have been established there. 

Tho hatcheries on the rivers and lakes of 
tho Pacific coast are devoted almost exclu- 
sively to tho various salmons. In California, 
where the bureau established a salmon hatch- 
ery as early as 1872, there Is one central or 
main station, at Dalrd, on the McCloud river, 
with Important collecting stations on two other 
tributaries of tho Sacramento. In Oregon a 
central hatchery at Oregon City, on the Wil- 
lamette river, has three subhatchorlos on trib- 
utaries of the Columbia, in Oregon and Wash- 
ington, and three subhatcheries on tributaries 
of the Rogue river, Oregon, In addition to sev- 
eral egg-collecting .station. 

The interests of the largo salmon fisheries 
of the Puget Sound region are safeguarded by 
a hatchery on Baker lake, on the Skagit river, 

A significant feature of artificial propagation 
on the Pacific seaboard Is that in the Columbia 
basin the hatching of the acclimatized shad has 
begun on a small scale, and in the Sacramento 
basin the cultivation of tho acclimatized striped 
bass has commenced under conditions which in- 
dicate that more eggs of this species may be 
obtained in California than in any of the states 
to which the fish is native. 

The hatcheries In tho Interior regions con- 
stitute the most numerous clnss, and their 
output reaches the largest number of people. 
Their operations are addressed chiefly to the 
so-called "game" fishes, which, whilo caught 
mostly by anglers, nevertheless constitute an 
important element of tho food supply. At these 
stations largo numbers of flsh aro roared to tho 
flngcrllng or yearling sizes before being re- 
leased; for this purpose more or less extensive 
pond areas aro required. 

The fish-cultural work of the federal govern- 
ment has now attained a magnitude that can- 
not readily bo comprehended, and is increas- 
ing at an exceedingly rapid rate. Especially 
• marked has been the Increase In the hatchery 
product during the past ten years, owing in 
part to the extension of operations at existing 
stations, and in part to greater efficiency of 
methods and appliances. The work during the 
fiscal year 1909 reached larger proportions than 
ever before, ovor three billion flsh .being pro- 
duced and- planted. 

While tho bureau does not lay undue stress 
on more number* and considers the vitality 
of the fish and the conditions under which they 
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to reoord that the aggregate output of tho 
hatcheries from 1872 to 1909 was about 28 bil- 
lion, of which over 13 billion represents tho 
work of the past six years. 

In making his original plans for tho sys- 
tematic investigation of the waters of tho Uni- 
ted States and tho biological and physical 
problems they present, Commissioner Balrd In- 
sisted that to study only the food-fishes would 
be of little Importance, and that useful conclu- 
sions must needs rest upon a broad foundation 
of investigations purely scientific in character. 
The life history of species of economic value 
should be understood from beginning to end, 



ter cod fishery of Now England was revolu- 
tionized. In a single season shortly after the 
use of such nets began o few Capo Ann

WASHINGTON.— Army horses are 
• ft to become tattooed animals It 
tt suggestion mado by Capt. Casper 
H. Conrad, Jr., of tho cavalry arm, Is 
adopted. Captain Conrad Is detailed 
Tor duty in tho quartermaster's depart- 
ment, and is recognized as an export 
pn horsos required for military use. 
Horses arc now being purchased by 
members -of tho quartermaster's de- 
partment, who are making their selec- 
tions in various parts of tho country. 
-. The success attending this effort 
has been very gratifying to the quar- 
termaster general, who has estab- 
lished an army remount system, with 
a view to improving the cavalry 
mounts and the horses furnished to 
the field artillery. When a young horse 
Is purchased in any locality to be Bent 
to one of the two army remount de- 
pots—at Fort Keogh, Montana, or Fort 
Reno, Okla. — ho is marked with a 
numeral. The mark lasts about four 
months, when it becomes obliterated, 
and It Is necessary to apply another. 



A third marking takes place when the 
horse is sent from the army remount 
depot to the troop or battery, and it 
must bo renewed from time to time. 

It Is Captain Conrad's idea .that a 
more enduring designation could be 
accomplished by applying a mark, to 
tho inBldo of the upper lip of tho 
horse. He has devised an instrument 
for this purpose, and suggests the use 
of India ink, -with tho result that tho 
numeral adoptod will bo indelible. 
This willrequire, of course, a regular 
system of marking bo that there may 
be no duplicates. By this means a 
horse accepted for military Bervlco 
will keep its number. It may bo nec- 
essary to have legislation to prevent 
tampering. with tho designation or ma- 
king uso of a similar mark in the case 
of horses not used In tho military 
service. 

Captain Conrad's quest is expected 
to lead to Boveral Important acquisi- 
tions during the coming year. By this 
method tho middleman Is avoided, and 
horses are obtained at a mUck~lowcr 
price than under the contract system. 
Besides, thcro is a hotter Opportunity 
of selection, .and controversies are 
avoided which so often have prevailed 
between tho government representa- 
tives and tho contractors who fall to 
comply with specifications in tho de- 
livery of military animals. v,

Uncle Sam Is to Test the Open Door 




THE United States is to test tho sin- 
cerity of Russia and Japan In their 
recent claim of adherence to the open 
door policy in China mado recently co- 
Incident with tho signing of the new 
treaty by tho Czar and tho Mikado. It 
has been announced at the stato de- 
partment that the government will 
press at once for recognition from 
these two powers of tho railroad con- 
cession recently granted by China to 
an English-American syndicate. 

This Is the concession which Russia 
blocked with an emphatic protest last 
winter. Since then tho negotiations 
have been in tho statu quo. Now they 
aro to be resumed at once. The gov- 
ernment 1b to find out whether or not 
Russia and Japan Intond to bar tho 
United States as well as other powers 
out of Manchuria by raising unjusti- 
fiable objections to the admission of 
other nations to that rich field. 



When the recent convention be- 
tween Russia and Japan was sprung 
on the world American diplomats ex- 
pressed little surprise. Tho govern- 
ment has believed from the first thoro 
is a secret artlclo In this convention 
which has not been made public. It la 
felt tho unpublished portion Is an 
agreement on tho part of tho two na- 
tions to support each other In barring 
other nations from the territory In 
question. The United States Intends 
to force Russia's hand and determine 
whether such a secret bargain exists. 
Tho concession granted to the English- 
American syndicate waBfor tho con- 
struction of the Chln-Chow-AIgun rail- 
road line. English capitalists wore to 
furnish tho funds and tho materials 
were to bo built in America, 

There 1b one drawback to the situa- 
tion from tho standpoint of, this gov- 
ernment. England for some unknown 
reason, is weakening. Her enthusiasm 
for tho joint undertaking cooled per- 
ceptibly after Russia had entered an 
objection. Diplomats seem to think It 
quite likely that the United States will 
have to make the light single-handed 
to keep Mauchuria open with equal op- 
portunity to all nations. 



Will Lead in War On the Opium Evil 




THE United States will lead tho na- 
tions In the fight against promiscu- 
ous opium traffic at a conference to 
ho hold at Tho Hague in September, 
according to statements of authori- 
ties In Washington. Tho conference 
was made possible through diplomatic 
correspondence with tho interested 
powers by Secretary Knox. Tho na- 
tions represented will' bo tho United 
States, Great Britain, Germany, 
France, Italy, Austria-Hungary, Por- 
tugal, China, Slam, Persia, Japan,' the 
Netherlands, RuBsia and probably Tur- 
key. 

The work of the conference will fol- 
low; along lines suggested by tho In- 
ternatlon Opium commission, which 
met last year at Shanghai, on the In- 
vitation of this country. Tho fight 
against . tho promiscuous uso of tho 
drug and other narcotics which figure 
in International trado will bo made by 



means of international agreements 
through which opium producing coun- 
tries will protect, by means of gov 
eminent supervision, ports where tho 
importation of tho drug Is prohibited. 
The first realization of the serious, 
ness of tho opium traffic so far aa tho 
United States Is concerned came when 
the government started to put tho 
Philippines in order. An attempt to 
regulate tho unlimited traffic thero 
called for tho appointment of a com- 
mission. The commission In tracing 
tho many Americans engaged In tho 
opium trade found that tho United 
States, with some 200,000 American 
users of smoking opium, to. say noth- 
ing of tho Chines© users /hero, pre- 
sented almost as serious a question, 
as tho Insular possessions. Since that 
time tho United States has led tho 
fight among tho powers ngalnBt tho 

About a year ago a law absolutely 
prohibiting tho importation Into thiB 
country of opium for any excopt medi- 
cinal purposes was passed. But there 
are now about 150,000 Americans using 
the drug, and In spito of tho prohibi- 
tory Btatuto about 68,000 pounds of 
Bmoklng opium is smuggled into this 
country annually. 



Spokane, Wash.— More than 
persons aro known to have perished 
and between 75 and 100 are missing lc 
the Panhandle of Idaho in tho Coeui 
d'Alene district 

The seriously^ injured, mostly fire 
fihtefs, will number, according to thfl 
statement mado Monday by W. • It 
Weigle, forest* superintendent of .the 
Coeur d'Alenes, more than 200. Many 
of them have been stricken blind and 
others have broken limbs. 

Three families of homesteaders, 
comprising 15 persons, aro believed 
to have perished In La Tour creek, 
near Catoldo, Idaho, In the forest fires. 
At many points hundreds are 
hemmed In by a narrowing wall of 
flames and it 1b Impossible to .reach 
them with help. 

From Wallace came reports that the 
town of Burke Is In flameB and certain 
of destruction. The flro raugers in 
that, territory aro bo exhausted stoat 
no effective battlo\ against tho flames 
can bo made. The 300 residents of 
tho town are. In flight toward Wallace. 
Forest Ranger Pulaski reports to 
Superintendent Weill that six of his 
men are dead, five having been smoth- 
ered* In the War Eagle tunnel, where 
the entire crew took refuge. 

Ranger Bell reports 12 dead, three- 
permanently blinded and 13 suffering 
from broken legs. 

In the hills near Sand Point, Idaho, 
Forest Ranger Van Dycke and a crew 
of C5 enlisted In Spokano aro report- 
ed surrounded by flames. 
. A woman and her daughter per- 
ished at Cabinet. Idaho. 

Five and perhaps moro aro known 
to have died near Newport, Wash., In 
an attempt to reach the town. 

All along the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific tracks between Spo- 
kane and Helena numberless flrcB are 
known to bo raging fiercely, but defi- 
nite reports cannot be secured, as tho 
telegraph and'telephono wires are all 
down. 

Before communication with Llbby, 
Mont/T".ended It was reported that 
every male resident of the town was 
working, with 200 paid fire fighters, to 
divert Flower creek to the south side 
of the village _as a proteotion agalnBt 
the flames driving up from that direc- 
tion. 

Helena, Mont.— Reports received 
here from every fire district In Mon- 
tana indicate that the situation is by 
long odds tho worst in- the history of 
tho state. Despite the large number 
of troops, civilians and railroad em- 
ployes that have- been put Into tho 
field, the flames aro absolute masters 
of the situation,- and thero Is only ono 
salvation — general rain, but for which 
thero Is" no prospect. 

Washington:— Already the forest 
fires raging in tho Missoula, Mont, 
and northern Idaho districts have con- 
sumed timber and property valued at 
more than $25,000,000. This, accord- 
ing to an official of the forest bureau 
Monday, Is a conservative estimate. 
Three days more at the present rato 
will more than equal the total loss In 
the Baltimore fire In 1904. The loss 
thero was estimated at $50,000,000. -

CRUISER ASHORE; 18 DEAD 

British Warship Bedford Goes on 
Rocks Off the Korean Coast- 
Probably Total Loss. 



London.— Eighteen lives were lost 
when the British cruiser Bedford ran 
ashore on tho rocks of Quelpart Island, 
Korea, according to a report received 
hero Monday by the admiralty. Tho 
men were members of tho cnglno 
room force. 

Tho accident occurred during full 
speed trials of the vessel and tho 
cruiser was evidently badly damaged, 
since tho deaths are stated officially 
to have been duo to "the Inrush, of 
water." Tho wreck Is about two 
miles to the west of Nearlow Island, 
which is off the southwestern point of 
Quelpart Island. Many sunken rocks 
are charted in this vicinity, and navi- 
gation in the passage between Barlow 
and Giffard island, its neighbor, Is not 
recommended for this reason." 

The vessel lies in such a desperate 
position that there is practically no 
possibility of saving her. The hull 
Is full of water up to the engine room 
bulkhead, the water pouring In through 
gaping holes punched hy tho sunken 
rocks, and the ofllcers and crow havo 
been taken off. The sister warships, 
the Minotaur and Monmouth of tho. 
British squadron,, which anchored near 
the wreck to render assistance, were 
obliged to put to sea owing to tho 
heavy weather which prevails.
